Sweeping new gains by Rus­ 
sia* armies were reported today 
as word circulated in London that 
Adolf Hitler, who five weeks ago 
ousted Field Marshal lien. W alter I 
Von Brauchitsch and B lum ed su­ 
preme command of the German 
army, had reached a compromise 
with his generals tx‘ca use he was 
“unable to carry on without the 
aid of experienced strategists.” 
In dismissing Von Brauchitsch 
a few days before Christmas, Hit­ 
ler declared his “intuitions” had 
led him “to reserve to himself 
personally all essential decisions” 
in directing the war. 
The British m inistry of informa­ 
tion circulated extracts of an ar­ 
ticle in the 
anti-Axis 
German 
language newspaper Die Zeitung, 
published in 
London, 
declaring 
that t he fuehrer new had changed 
his mind and th at commands of 
the 
conservative 
generals 
Von 
Bock, Von Rundstedt, Von Lech 
and others “have been confirmed 
and they are now in charge of 
new armies.” 
The newspaper said the com­ 
promise was “equivalent to an 
admission on the part of H itler” 
that he needed Germany's military 
brains to conduct the war. Hitler 
served as a corporal in the 1911-18 
World War. 
Reverses In Africa 
Amid steadily mounting reverses 
on the Soviet front, the German 
war machine appeared to bo ex­ 
ecuting something of a comeback 
in north Africa. 
British Middle East headquar­ 
ters acknowledged that Gen. Er­ 
win Rommel’s Libyan counter-of­ 
fensive. which had driven the Brit­ 
ish back 150 miles in five days, 
scored a new advance to within 
16 milos of British-held Bengasi. 
on the Gulf of Sirtc. 
The British said Gen. Rommel's 
forces suddenly 
veered to the 
west and northwest in the last IM 
hours after being stalled for two 
days in an eastw ard thrust. 
The 
new assault carried the Axis troops 
to.Regim a. inland and just east 
of Bengasi. 
On the Russian front. Soviet 
dispatches reported a 93-mile ad­ 
vance hy M arshal Semeon Tim­ 
oshenko’s armies somewhere on the 
southwest (Ukraine) front, along 
with the recapture of 90 populated 
places.

clared in a summary- of far north 
operaHons that Soviet submarines 
had been playing havoc with Nazi 
transports attem pting to supply 
German forces above the Arctic 
circle. 
The dispatches said Red fleet 
submarines had sunk, among other 
vessels.

clared that if Nazi troops in Fin­ 
land and Norway were suffering 
from lack of food, clothing and 
ammunition, it was due to Soviet 
naval activities. 
Following the withdrawal of the 
bulk of German troops in Fin­ 
land, a Stockholm dispatch said, 
their commander. Col. Gen. Niko­ 
laus Von Falkenhorst had been re­ 
turned to his old post as chief of 
German forces in Norway.

by a Communist party spokesman 
in Kuibyshev, Prof. Mihail Gavri­ 
lov, to support fully the Soviet 
plan to strike a death blow- at

A British raid upon northwest 
Germany was officially acknow-- 
ledged in Berlin with a statement 
that one raider was shot down.

According to the federal Office of 
Facts and Figures, the plane factories are 
getting their stride. Rapidly expanding ca­ 
pacity, it is announced, will soon enable us 
“to increase production to a point where we 
can seize control of Hit* air in nil areas of tilt* 
world struggle.” 
That statement is not merely reassuring 
as regards our present war effort, in which 
bombing and fighting planes are exfiected to 
play a dominant role. As we think it over 
and ponder the rising curves of production 
and air power, we find ourselves wondering 
where all this is going to end. Will Uncle 
Sam, when the war is bomlx'd out and peace 
is restored everywhere, let all the lighting 
plant's rust away and list' aviation merely for 
travel and transport? Or w ill America, along 
with Britain and China, and mayiie Russia, 
combine their air power and list* it to keep 
the world in order? 
Rudyard Kipling, our greatest prophet in 
the realm of mechanized travel, with the 
possible exception of Henry Ford, wrote an 
interesting story along this line about 40 
years ago, when Henry was tinkering with 
the remote ancestors of our present automo­ 
biles. Kipling visioned a world governed by 
an international board of control located in 
the upper air, with power in its planes to 
keep the world subdued. 


GIVING UP THINGS 
A year or two ago we might almost have 
expected a revolution in this country if the 
government had stopped tile sale of automo­ 
biles and tirt*s and limited tho operation of 
existing 
cars.

marches on Washington, on wheels or afoot, 
to demand restoration of the inherent right 
of every American to own and run a car or 
two. Most of us were getting far too proud 
to ride in st m d cars, or even in busses, and 
our national motto was “We Won’t Walk.”

And as a 
matter of observed fact, millions of them are 
laying their cars up and taking a street cal­ 
or bus. or walking to work, or dividing that 
they don’t have to go and sis' their friends so 
often. 
We can probably give up a good many 
other things, too, when we face the need of 
It.

As a prevention of follicular conjunctivitis, chil­ 
dren and adults should make sure of getting enough 
vitamin A every day by eating some of the foods 
rich rn vitamin A namely leafy vegetables such as 
spinach, turnip and i>eet tops, cabbage, lettuce and

Chief Officer Percy A. Kelly of 
Halifax, N. S., commanded the res­ 
cued fireboat, built to accommo­ 
date only 63. 
His handling of the small craft 
and his courage drew high praise 
from his fellows, who said they 
owed their lives to his seaman­ 
ship. 
The boat was propelled by a jury 
rigged sail and a few oars.
